"History repeals Ilsclf," Jlore Iban Iwo 


centuriss ago Gustavus Adolphus of Swe- 
den introdnccd cannon into field service, 
lh« guns being made, lor lightness, mainly 
of leather.

His I«alher guns wero composed yf an in- 
ner lube- of wronghl iron strengthened by 
layers of leallicr and reinforced by rope 
colled lightly around Ihe leather. It is re- 
ported Ibal the Cubans have resorted ki 
similar phn. 
The leather while wet is 


tighlly stretched round a wooden core or 


l^, in successive jackets, toe under or.o 


being allowed lo dry before the next is 
put on. A close and tight coil of good rope 
or cord completes the lube, Iho breech be- 
ing made of hard wood lined wilh lin. Such 
guos will firo some Iwcnly rounds before 
giving way, asd are so lighl lhat n man 
can carry a couple of four inch bore of llio 
principle. Th«y are usually fired from the 
ground or from a cart. It is probable thai 
"Icaiher" hero mtans rawhide, which after 
being wtlted, in shrinking anil drying ap- 
proachta nearer in its texture, tenacity, and 
durability to Ihe nature of metals than any 
other prepared animal substance. In Hue- 
cos Ayrcs and Eomc other pans of South 
America, even Ihe wheels of wagons arc 
lircd with strips of soaked rawhide as bette 
sailed by its constant contraction lo with- 
stand tbe excessive dryncss of the atmos- 
phere and retain Ihe ps-ts of iho wheel in 
place lhan any unyielding substsnco like 
irra could possibly do. Il ii well known 
that raw hido properly treated is nearly as 
hard as iron, whUc retaining a ccrlaiu de- 
gree of fiexinility or elasticity, llial enables 
it to withstand sudden shocks. Tho com- 
mon loom "picker'' is a caso in point.

In most o f the southern 
and western States, and In Oregon, pastures 
irs above tbe average, aud this condition of 
clover and timothy is eqially (;ood. In Cal- 
ifurnia clorcr aud timothy have bad a flne 
growth, wbilo tho pastures are i» a relative- 
ly low condition. In tho section where pas- 
tures and meadows Uave partially failed, It 
. fa not yet too late to supplement them with 
com as a soiling crop. Frosts In April and 
May, following the remarkably early open- 
ing ofspring, greatly lessened tbe prospect 
pfagood cropof apples.
